Alma shared an Instagram photo of her siblings Astrid, 
Agnes and Alfred — calling them "'three little bears” — 
in front of a swimming pool lined by palm trees. 

The billionaire and his wife Anne* 40, have not said 
which of their three children died in the attack. Jesper 
Stubkier^ head of com- _ 




munications* for Mr 
Povl sen's company, Best¬ 
seller, said: “Unfortunately, 
we can confirm that 
Anders lost three children 
in the attack. 

*‘We ask you to respect 
privacy and we therefore 
have no further comment.” 

Mr Povlsen is said to be 
the 304th richest person in 
the world and worth about 
£4.5billion. 

He is the biggest share¬ 
holder in Asos.com and 
second biggest shareholder 
in German firm Zalando. 

He has invested his huge 
wealth to become Scot¬ 
land's biggest landowner. 
Through his company 
Wildland Ltd^ the retail 
mogul owns 12 estates, 
including Glenfeshie in the 
Cairngorms and covering a 
total of more than 220,000 
acres. They have cost 
more than £100million,

TWO British victims of 
the Sri Lanka massacre 
fled an initial explosion 
only to be killed by a sec- 
ond blast, it has emerged. 

Daniel Linsey, 19, and sister 
Amelie, 15, were in the Shan¬ 
gri-La hotel in Colombo with 
dad Matthew when a suicide 
bomber detonated his device. 

Millionaire hedge fund manager 
Matthew, 61, survived with only 
cuts to his face. 

He said of the first blast: "You 
can't describe how bad it was. 
People were screaming, 1 was 
with my children, 

“I was worried there would be 
another blast. We ran out — 
another blast. 

"1 couldn't move them, they 
were both knocked out.” 

He said he was forced to make 
a decision over which of his 
injured children to try to save. 

Matthew told The Times he 
believed Amelie had the less 
severe injuries so he carried Dan¬ 
iel downstairs to an ambulance, 
leaving her with other survivors. 

He added: thought my daugh¬ 

ter was better off. They sadly 
both passed away.” 

They were on the last day of a 
three-week holiday when Islamist 
fanatics detonated eight bombs at 
hotels and churches, killing at 
least 291 and injuring over 500, 

The teenagers' elder brother 
David, 21, who was not on the 
holiday, said: 'They were in a 
breakfast restaurant on the third 
floor when there was the first 
explosion. 

"They tried to run away and out 
of the hotel. Then there was a 
second explosion. 

He added: “Daniel and Amelie 
were the most loving people, 

“My sister held the whole family 
together. My brother was the 
nicest person you could imagine. 

"I can’t describe just how dev¬ 
astating it is. No one ever thinks 
this could happen. 

"We already miss them so 
much. My dad seems physically 
OK but really shocked. 

"He's trying to help my mum 
and younger brother,” 

Amelie and student Daniel had 
dual UK/US nationality because 
their dad is American. His British 
wife, Angelina, was also not with 
them in Sri Lanka. 

The Linseys died yards from 
British victims Anita Nicholson, 
42, her son Alex, 14, and daughter 
Annabel, 11. Their father Ben also 
escaped the Easter Sunday horror 
with minor injuries. 

Firefighter Billy Harrop, and 
his partner Dr Sally Bradley were 
named among the Brits who died 
in the terror attacks. An eighth 
victim is yet to be identified. 

Singapore-based lawyer Ben 
yesterday paid a moving tribute to 
his wife and children. 

He said: “Mercifully, all three of 
them died instantly and with no 
pain or suffering. 

“1 am deeply distressed at the 
loss of my wife and children. 
Anita was a wonderful* perfect 
wife and a brilliant, loving and 
inspirational mother to our two 
wonderful children. 

"Alex and Annabel were the 
most amazing, intelligent, talented

PM URGED TO QUIT AFTER RAMBLE HOL

TWO years ogo, Theresa May 
returrted from a wolking holiday iii 
Wales and dropped a bombshelL 

She announced a general election 
which, only a couple of weeks previously, 
she had insisted she would not call. 

As she returns to Downing Street this 
morning, once again refreshed from the 
Welsh hillSj she needs to make an. 
equally dramatic decision: To resign 
immediately as Conservative leader and 
to stay on as Prime Minister only as 
long as it takes to elect a new leader. 

May is far from the first Prime 
Minister to have demonstrated a 
loosening grip on reality while ensconced 
in the Downing Street bunker, but surely 
even she can see that the game is up. 

The dissent towards her in her own 
party is staggering. 

A shocking poll for the Conservative 
Home website at the weekend revealed 
that 62 per cent of Conservative Party 
members are planning to vote for Nigel 
Farage's Brexit Party in the European 
elections. This was not a poll of wider 
Tory voters but of people who pay an 
annual subscription to the party. 

If this group of around 125,000 people 
are not prepared to vote for their own 
party, then what chance have the Tories 
in attracting votes from the wider 
electorate? 

But it gets worse — even elected Tory 
representatives are planning to rat on 
their party in the European elections. A 
Survation poll suggests that four in ten 
Conservative councillors are planning to 
back the Brexit Party too. 

Loyalty, it used to be said, was the 
Tories' secret weapon. 

Not any more. 

The party has become like an army 
whose frontline troops have started 
burrowing beneath enemy lines — not in 
order to plant explosives beneath its 
positions, but in the hope of joining it in 
its trenches. 

No Conservative leader will find it easy 
to turn around the situation, but at least 
a new face* with some new ideas and a 
fresh perspective on how to solve the 
Brexit impasse, would have a chance. 

Anything would be better than being 
led round and round in circles by a 
Prime Minister who has become tired 
and stuck. Every time May comes to the 


despatch box after some new, devastating 
vote in the Commons, 1 find myself 
thinking: Surely she must have a fresh 
strategy now. 

Then I find myself groaning to learn 
that no, still she seems to think that the 
answer is to keep on plugging her failed 
deal 

To huge numbers of British people, 
May has become a large part of the 
problem. 

What was once seen as her greatest 
asset — resilience — is now seen as plain 
stubbornness. 

It has become impossible to imagine 
any satisfactory outcome to Brexit until 
she is gone. 

Every day she remains adds 
fuel to Corbyn becoming PM 

Sadly* I fear that May herself cannot 
see this. 

Like John Major in the last, wretched 
years of his premiership* 1 fear she has 
convinced herself that she is an asset to 
her party and her country when almost 
everyone else can see that the opposite 
is true. 

As with Major in the mid 1990s* every 
day that May remains in Downing Street 
is adding to the scale of defeat the party 
faces at the ballot box. 

The only difference is that then the 
beneficiary was the moderate Tony Blair. 

This time around, an unpopular but 
stubborn Tory leader is adding rocket 
fuel to the chances of an unreformed 
Marxist, Jeremy Corbyn* becoming Prime 
Minister. 

I know May is desperate to achieve 
some sort of legacy before she leaves 
Downing Street, but if she resists much 
longer her main achievement will be an 
indirect one — it will be to let in a 
Labour government which returns Britain 
to the sort of punitive tax rates which 
drove a brain drain of individuals and 
businesses from the country in the 1970s. 

It is a great shame that May did not 
resign last December, when 117 of her 


MPs voted against her in a confidence 
vote. Her margin of victory — she won 63 
per cent of votes — would have 
constituted a substantial mandate in an 
open leadership contest. 

But this was not a leadership contest. 

It was a no-confidence vote in a sitting 
Prime Minister, in which anything less 
than a resounding victory would have 
been unsatisfactory. 

Given that more than 100 Conservative 
MPs are members of the Government — 
arid were therefore duty bound to 
support their Prime Minister in a 
confidence vote — May failed even to 
carry with her a majority of her 

backbenchers. 

And that was before the multiple 
Commons defeats for her deal* which 
have led to open rebellion in the 

Cabinet. 

Were such a vote to be held now, it is 
inevitable that many ministers who 
reluctantly backed her in December 
would no longer feel they needed to 
do so. 

Under the Conservative Party^s rules, 
May cannot be challenged again in a 
no-confidence vote for a full 12 months 
after the last one. But there are 
rum.blings to change this rule. 

Graham Brady, Chairman of the 1922 
Committee* which represents back¬ 
benchers* is reported to be planning to 
visit May next week to tell her to resign 
before the end of June. 

But that won't be soon enough. Before 
then, the Tories face twin wipeouts in 
the local and European elections. The 
latter may be utterly pointless but 
nevertheless, a derisory performance is 
still going to be deeply traumatic when it 
happens. 

Theresa May's ministers have dutifully 
supported her in the past. 

Her duty is now fo step aside 
immediately^ before she accidentaiiy ends 
up leading her party to an even greater 
humiliation in a general election than the 
one it suffered in 1997.

Throne fans pay up to

but often fail to realise what 
these big, strong breeds will 
need on an ongoing daily 
basis as they grow. 

Brit actor Jerome Flynn, 
who plays Ser Bronn in the 
show, this month urged fans 
to stop buying large-breed 
canines they could not cope 
with. He said: "While people 
may have good intentions, 
acquiring dogs on a whim 
has dire consequences. 

“Animal shelters around 
the world are reporting a 
surge in the number of 
abandoned Huskies because 
the casual acquirer, drawn to 
the dog’s appearance» failed 
to take into consideration the 
amount of time, patience, 
and money required to care 
for these animals properly.”

She said: "These are stun¬ 
ning, eye-catching dogs, and 
the show exposes them to 
millions. It's easy to see why 
people who watch it then 
want one of their own.

Sadly, too many are not 
thinking beyond the boxset 
to the animal's future welfare 
and requirements.” 

Originally bred for jobs 
such as bunting and pulling 
sleds, without enough daily 
activity the pups can become 
bored and frustrated.

IT should have been one 
of the happiest years of 
Vicky McClure's life after 
winning a Bafta and 
landing her role in Line 
Of Duty. 

But 2011 vyas also when 
doctors confirmed her maternal 
grandmother, Iris* was 
terminally ill with dementia. 

For the next four years, the 
actress watched as she slowly 
faded away. 

Now Vicky* 35* best known as 
anti-corruption cop DI Kate Flem¬ 
ing in the BBCl thriller, is using 
the memories of her nan as inspi¬ 
ration for new documentary Vicky 
McClure: Our Dementia Choir. 

In the moving two-part show, 
which starts next week, she leads 
a group of 20 singers suffering 
from the brain condition as they 
join together in their love of music. 

ft also meant sharing the pain 
endured by families of sufferers, 
including her own. 

In one scene* Vicky i$ jtj o vied to 
tears when she asks her mum 
Carol if she feared getting demen¬ 
tia - and admits she has asked the 
same question to herself 

Vicky said: “I’ve got to be open 
in this process. I can’t not ask 
those awkward questions. It's an 
obvious question* seeing as it 
seems to run in the family now. It 
is what it is. 
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the choir members were tested by 
scientists to see how much music 
improved their health. 

Leading researchers even carried 
out brain scans to see how sound 
stimulated their minds. 

They were also given singing 
lessons to help them achieve their 
ultimate goal of delivering a 
performance to more than 2,000 
people at Nottingham’s Royal 
Concert Hall. 

loads mare to

That included Vicky, roped in to 
boost the numbers. 

The journey they go on is 
packed with as much laughter as 
it is tragedy. 

Vicky met 07-year-old retired 
woodwork teacher Chris Connell, 
who was a keen recruit to the 
choir. He was diagnosed three 


years ago with having a form of 
dementia that can make his 
behaviour erratic, 

Vicky found this out in one 
hilarious scene during the 
documentary when she met Chris 
in the garden of his home and he 
showed her a phallic-shaped frame 
for a hammock. 

Chris said: ^We like a bit of 
action in the bedroom, Vicky, and 
we've seen various marital aids 
and things and my wife Jane 
particularly liked this design, so I 
made it. 

'Tt just won’t fit in the bedroom, 
so we have to have it out here. 
But it’s still good fun, even in 
the garden. I mean, it’s quite 
secluded here." 

But she also met Dan Bradbury, 
a 32-year-old musician who was 
diagnosed with a rare form of 
inherited Alzheimer's a year ago — 
one which killed his father by the 


age of 36. Medics only 
expect someone with 
his condition to live for 
four years after diagno¬ 
sis. It is a particularly cruel blow 
because Dan and his wife Jordan 
have two-year-old twins, Jasper 
and Lola. 

The farnily’s plight is an urgent 
reminder of why developing new 
treatments for dementia is so 
important. 

Jordan said: “The likelihood of 
them inheriting this is 50/50 and 
there will come a time when our 
children will get tested. 

“We both want, in that time, for 
things to have moved so far that if 
they are diagnosed with having 
this gene, there is at least some 
sort of treatment that will give 
them a longer life.” 

This is why Vicky is keen to 
maintain the profile of dementia 
sufferers, which the documentary 
will bring. 

The BBC is already in talks to 
create an entire series, which could 


also be fronted by Vicky. She 
insists there is so much more to 
explore on the subjects 

She said; “I want to keep 
going, fin not going to make a 
one or two-part documentary 
and, there, iVe done my bit 
for dementia. 

’^I want to see what 

happens next because 
there's loads more to be 
discovered. We did a 

lot of filming and 
there's a lot of things 
we didnT manage to 
put into the edit. 

“I want to find 

new ways to help 

people to live well 
with dementia. 

Everybody's doing 
their bit for that, 
and I definitely 
want to be a part 
of that."^

THE Sun*s doctor, Carol 
Cooper, says: 

Dementia covers more than 
200 conditions that affect 
the brain. 

While it always means 
damage to nerve cells and 
some Toss of brain power, 
each person suffers very 
differently. 

The most common forms 
of dementia are Alzheimer’s, 
vascular, Lewy body, 
frontotemporal^ and mixed 
dementia, where there Is 
more than one type going on. 

It can strike at any age but 
is a lot more common in the 
over-65s. Early-onset, or 
young-onset dementia, is 
the term for someone who 
gets symptoms before 65. 

Although the rates may 
be dropping, there will still 
be many people with it in 
future as lifespan is rising. 

Dementia symptoms can 
Include problems with 
concentration, trouble 
recalling recent events and 
recognising people and 
Items. There might be 
confusion, speech problem 
and issues with getting 
around familiar places^ 

Also, personality and 
behaviour may change, and 
the person could lose their 
Inhibitions. Some types 
cause trembling and other 
symptoms similar to 
Parkinson’s disease. 

To diagnose dementia, 
the doctor asks questions 
related to mental wellbeing 
and does blood tests to rule 
out other conditions. 

It is usual to have X-rays 
and a brain scan and to be 
referred to a neurologist or 
memory clinic. 

Some very rare types can 
run in the family - around 
ten per cent of people with 
young>onset dementia have 
a genetic form of the 
disease. But heredity does 
not come into most forms. 

There is no way to prevent 
dementia, although healthy 
living including exercise 
and socialising seems to 
reduce the risk. 

There is still no cure but 
drugs can sometimes 
reduce the symptoms 
temporarily. Support Is vital 
for people with dementia 
and those caring for 
someone who has it.

YOU NEED: 

5 flour tortillas 
60g gnsalted butter 
150g granulated sugar 
2tsp ground cinnamon 
4 Granny Smith apples 
1 tbspfresh lemon juice 
1 tsp grated nutmeg 
Small can of whipped cream 
M ETHOD: Preheat oven to 
20OCMO0F/gas 6 and grab a 


12-hole muffin tin, Cut four to 
five circles from each tortilla, 
using an 8cm cookie 
cutter, Put the circles 
on a plate. 

Melt butter in a 
bowl in the 
microwave, or 
over a low heat 
on the hob, 
and put two 
tablespoons into 
a bowl for later. 

Mix the remaining 
melted butter with 50g of 
sugar and one teaspoon of 
cinnamon. Then cover the 
tortilla circles in the mixture. 


Turn the muffin tin upside 
down and place the tortilla 
circles in between the 
muffin cups-folded 
in half into a taco 
shape. 

Bake for five to 
six minutes, until 
crisp and turning 
golden. Take 
tortillas out of the 
oven and carefully 
remove them from 
' the tin with tongs. 
Repeat until alt tortilla cir¬ 
cles are cooked. 

Peel and core the apples 
and chop into small pieces. 


Put apples Into a saucepan 
with the lemon juice, rest of 
sugar, cinnamon, nutmeg 
and leftover melted butter. 

Stir over a medium heat 
for ten minutes until soft. 
Remove from heat and leave 
to cool. Taste apple mixture 
to make sure that you are 
happy with flavours, adding 
more lemon juice, sugar or 
cinnamon if you like. 

Spoon the cooled apple 
mixture into the crisp taco 
shells and top with a squirt of 
whipped cream.

Chest pain 

For her part, Jo* from Newcastle! is 
making plans to keep her beloved 
kids happy long after she has lost her 
fight for life.

She has also set up a Facebook 
memorial page where she regularly 
posts her favourite family memories, 
songs and funny videos, 

Jo says: "Tm worried theyVe going 
to be sad, and even worse* that the 
little ones will forget me, I want them 


to foci Tm still with them every step 
of the way so I’ve made each of them 
a memory box. 

“Inside is their baby clothes* birth 
certificate, notes from me and the 
birthday cards. Each is different - for 
Liam’s 18th Tve written that I hope 
he’s sowing his wild oats! 

“I remember my grandma died just 
before Christmas one year but we still 
opened our presents from her on 
Christmas Day. 

“It was magical, like she was still 
there^ I hope my kids can 
feel that same magic when I’m no 
longer there for them.” 

Jo was first diagnosed with triple 
negative breast cancer in December 
2015 after noticing puckering.

EVERY parent knows that toddlers 
and tantrums go hand in hand. 

Luckily there are a few tricks you 
can use to keep your cooi-artd 
junior^s too. Here, parenting expert 
Anna Wmarnsor^ tells BELLA BATTLE 
her foolproof guide to stopping a 
strop in Us tracks. 

a DISTRACT THEM: Tantrums are 
often triggered by not being 
able to get something, with “I want" 
regularly ringing in the ears of every 
parent in Britain. 

But children have active 
imaginations and can be very fickle. 

So divert their attention as quickly 
as possible by distracting them with 
a toy, an impression or simply just 
pointing to something in their 
eyeline, such as a dog, a train or an 
aeroplane. 

O KEEP CALM: A sure-fire way to 
make a tantrum ten times worse 
i s to mirror your c hild's temp er an d 
volume. It can be so difficult not to 
snap and tell them off, but often this

only f uels the tantrum and creates 
more of a fiery situation. 

The aim is to get them to mirror 
your behaviour, so keep calm and try 
to reason virith them. 

Explain that until they stop, you 
won’t be able to understand them 
properly or help them, 

© ASK, LISTEN, TALK; Children 
are far more ernotionally 
intelligent than we often give them 
credit for Ask your child whaTs 
wrong, be aware of their verbal and 


non-verbal cues - are they telling 
you something has upset them, or 
perhaps they are in pain? 

Calmly listen and talk to them 
about how you can he Ip to solve 
the problem. 

Sometimes kids just need to vent 
and be listened to without being told 
off for it, 

© OFFER A CHOICE: How many 
parents face the vegetable- 
versuS'Chocolate predicament? 

You want your child to eat green 
stuff, they want to eat sweet stuff, so 
a stand-off ensues. 

Avoid a battle of wills and keep 
control by offering them a choice, 
where ultimately you win. 

For example: “Would you like 
broccoli or car rots? You only have to 
pick one.” They will enjoy being 
allowed to make a choice and not 
feel cornered into a “no option” 
scenario. 

Praising their “good choice" adds 
even more positive reinforcement. 
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was safa^ Even now ho stays 
close while she falls asleep.”

FLEX APPEAL 
FOR CHORES 

WOMEN get four and a half hours of 
leisure time a week less than men, 
research shows. 

The “free time" they do get is eaten up 
by housework, list-making and planning. 

When it comes to unpaid chores at 
home* the Office for National Statistics 
found that women do almost 40 per 
cent more than men. 

And author Annie Auerbach believes 
that as traditional rofes for couples 
have changed, women face more of an 
uphill battle with extra pressure to be 
perfect at home and at work. 

It can be exhausting, she says. But 
she offers solutions In her book Flex; 
The Modern Woman's Handbook. 

She explains; “When you 'flex', you 
learn to look at the patterns of your 
relationships and work out howto make 
chanpes according to your family's 
individual needs. 

“We need to take a look within and 
ask, 'How can I work to the best of my 
abilities at work, while being the mum or 
partner or friend i want to be at home?'” 

Here, NATASHA HARDING shares her 
top tips tor "flexing your home*'. 

MAKE A LIST 

Write down all the chores that are done 
in the home. Be awe-inspired at the 
amount you currently do. Be shocked at 
how little anyone else is doing. 

DIVIDE AND RULE 

Allocate some time with your partner to 
discuss who does what and to share 
out the workload. You could start by 
working through each room and noting 
jobs associated with that room. 

You could then think in terms of tasks 
that are daily (cooking* cleaning* 
childcare); weekly (food shop, 
scheduling play dates), and yearly 
(purchasing insurance, the car’s MOT). 

It is not about a 50/50 divide. It is 
about being happy with your lot 

NEGOTIATE 

Be sensitive. This conversation may be 
fraught. A good approach would be to 
appreciate and acknowledge what each 
of you is doing before explaining what 
you would like help with.

Hong out to 
dry in record 
Crucible loss

LUO HONGHAO is officially the worst player In 
Crucible history. 

The Chinese debutant lost 10-0 to ruthless Shaun 
Murphy in the first round of the World Snooker 
Championship - only the second ever whitewash in 
the tournament. 

And his shocking points tally of 89 was the lowest 
total ever posted in the competition, 

Danny Fowler previously held the record for the 
fewest — 191 — from his 10-1 defeat to Stephen 


Hendry in 1993. 

Qualifier Honghao, who 
wore a pair of bizarre 
spiked shoes for this 
hammerings is considered 
by many as one of the 
rising stars of the sport. 

The 19-year-old said: 'T 
felt so nervous and 
couldn't focus on the 
game. The crowds and 
lights were too much, I 
didn’t feel comfortable. 

"'Shaun told me, 'Don’t 
feel sad. You can come 
back here and win’, 

"’The Crucible is a 
dream for every player 
but my technique and 
skill aren’t good enough 
yet. The other players are 
too strong. 

“If I get back here, I 
hope I can play better."’ 

The first person to lose 
without winning a frame 
was Eddie Charlton, who 
was spanked by John 
Parrott in 1992. 

Fowler, who retired in 
1997, is happy his record 
was eclipsed. 

The former world No2fS 
said: “If I had known, I 
would have been watch¬ 
ing a bit more closely 
and counting the points!

Sarri sees Blues bid crash n Burn 


ON the hottest Easter 
Monday ever, Maurizio 
Sarri watched wearing a 
full-length hooded parka.

Then, as Chelsea went into 
meltdown with a result that 
blows a huge hole in their top- 
four ambitions, it got worse. 

Sarri was forced to get his 
coat — and his cigarettes — and 
head down the tunnel, having 
been sent off by referee Kevin 
Friend for striding 40 yards 
down the touchline to join in a 
player bust-up at the end. 

The chaos just about sums up 
Chelsea's oddball Italian coach 
and his team as we approach a 
full - and possibly only — 
campaign under his erratic 
management 

They were a goal down from 
dreadful marking on eight 
minutes, level four minutes 
later and ahead 120 seconds 
after that. 

Then more disastrous position¬ 
ing at the back and Burnley 
were back in it again. It made 
for a cracking iTiatch, though, 

Higuain finally scored a goal 
with a bullet shot so, of course, 
his team-mates forget how 
to defend- 

Underneath if all is 
Chelsea's worrying ability to

shoot themselves in the foot just 
when everything seems to be 
going their way. 

Defeats for top-four rivals 
Tottenham* Arsenal and 
Manchester United had third 
place on a plate, waiting for 
them to grab it. 

A point lifts them to fourth 
but having played a game more 
than those around them. 

There is a distinct feeling that 
this was a chance missed. 

Just like all the chances they 
missed last night against a game 
Burnley side who knew when to 
hoof the ball but also when to 
caress it like a newborn baby 
Visiting boss Sean Dyche, 
dressed more appropriately in a 
shirt and tie, knew he could 
make the most of set-pieces 
against an unreliable Chelsea 
defence — and did just that.

The Brazilian defender 
conceded the corner from which 
Jeff Hendrick was given time 
and space to pick his spot and 
smash home a superb volley 
from the edge of the box. 

And a clumsy foul in the mid¬ 
dle of the park handed Burn¬ 
ley’s big boys a gift of a chance 
to pump a free-kick into the 
box from which came a 
shock leveller courtesy of 
another impressive finish, 

Ben Mee, a tower of 
strength for the away team* 
met the curling delivery 
with a powerful header 
across the 

six-yard box. It got a tiny 
flick on from the head of 


Chris Wood and Ashley Barnes 
was unmarked at the far post to 
drill the ball home. 

With less than 25 minutes 
gone four goals had gone in to 
set up a cracker of a match. 

It enabled Burnley to touch 
the magic 40-point mark, even 
though relegation has long since 
been a major issue. 

There was a double injury 
blow to Chelsea, too, with 
Callum Hudson-Odoi and 
N'Golo Kante coming off. 

And try as he might, Eden 
Hazard was unable to ride to 
the rescue. 

The Belgian had chipped two 
defenders, left one on his back¬ 
side and set up N’Golo Kante 
for a crisp left-footed equaliser 
in the first half. 

By the end of the second he 
was trying rabonas in the box 
and all sorts of tricks to try to 
nick three points they did not 
really deserve.
